Kendallville  schools  have  an  outstanding  stu- 
dent health  program  under  the  direction  of  the 
school  nurse,  Mrs.  Stella  Mallon,  who  is  always 
on  hand  to  take  care  of  emergencies. 

With  tiie  cooperation  of  the  city's  doctors,  all 
students  were  checked  for  defects  of  teeth,  hear- 
ing, and  vision  and  referred  to  their  family  phy- 
sician or  dentist. 

Diphtheria  and  smallpox  immunizations  were 
given  in  January  and  February  to  students  in  the 


first,  third,  sixth,  ninth,  and  twelfth  grades,  plus 
preschool  and  kindergarten  children.
